Danites attached to every 
well managed Uhinese company, and 
that Ah Chuey isa most distinguished 
member of such a crowd. These men 
are nothing less than hired murderers.

The officers made diligent search 
for a motive in the killing and incen- 
diarism committed in Reno, but found 
none. It wasclearly an act of ven- 
geance, or prompted by a command 
from the secret organization which 
had power to intimidate the would-be 
prosecutors of the criminal. The man 
Chuey was next heard of in Virginia, 
where the Chinese feared to lodge in- 
formation against him. The officers, 
however, made good use of opportu- 
nities, and through the efforts of a 
company opposed to Chuey's employ- 
ers, detected and arrested the murderer 
in Virginia City on Saturday last.

ship, his gentle nature was instructed 
in the way that it should go, and now 
thet ho is old will not depart therefrom, 
A short residence of one year in 
San Francisco enabled him to kill one 
man in an opium den besides attend- 
ing to other business on the outside.

if made full would be interesting to 
the authorities of Virginia, Reno, and 
no doubt explain many a crime... He 
is without doubta hired bully and mur- 
derer for one of the Chinese Cos. and 
has nove ef those feminine scruples 
which have so often made murderers 
unsuccessfal in life. He is a princi- 
pal disputant in all quarrels between 
the companies, a gambler who beats 
big hands with a knife or pistol, 
and upon one occasion emptied his re- 
volver at Officer Simpson of Virginia. 
He could never have escaped punish- 
ment or death during these years had 
he not acted in good faith with his 
company, and we believe that murder 
is Chuey's business instead of a mo- 
mentary pleasure, as with most blood- 
letters, The exploit for which he will 
now be tried is well Known to ‘our 
readers. He burned a wash-house 
near the edge of town, having ‘first 
taken care that the proprietor was ly- 
ing on the floor with a bullet hole 
through his body.

Incendiaries at Work. 


The Fire Fiend on the War Path— 
Diabolical Attempt te Burn a Barn, 
Two Horses and Other Prop- 
erty — Reward Offered. 


Last evening Orville Sessions, wife 
and two sisters came into town—his 
wife to attend rehearsal exercises at 
the Baptist Church, and his sisters to 
make preparations for the coming 
Methodist social. Orville put up his 
team in Mrs. C. W. Jones’ barn, and 
went down to Mr. Norton's meat mar- 
ket, About 8 o’clock the alarm of fire 
was given, and the firemen turned out 
through mud and slush to quench the 
flames. No one fora time seemed to 
know where the fire was, but it was 
soon ascertained that the fire had been 
put out, Closer inspection revealed 
the fact that some party or parties had 
poured a considerable quantity of coal 
oll ow some wood in the above barn, 
also on one of Mr. Sessions“ horses and 
on various portions of the manger and 
inner parts of the barn. The flends 
applied the incendiary match and 
slunk away to watch the result of 
their diabolical act. Miss Minnie 
Manns discovered smoke issuing from 
the barn and spread the news. Mr. 
Irwin, who lives next door, sounded 
alarm upon the street, and with a few 
others commenced throwing water 
upon the flames. Their efforts proved 
successful after a time. The damage 
done by the fire was slight. Buta 
moment later and the barn and cir- 


cumjacent property would have bees 
destroyed, also both of the horses and 


Mr. Sessions’ spring wagon. One of 
the horses had been cut in the neck 
by the scoundrels, but the two gashes 
cut were not of sufficient depth to en- 
danger the life of the horse. The 
spring wagon had also been turned 
over and placed against the outside 
door af the baro.. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones were not at home at the time, 
but were returning from Virginia. Mr. 
Sessions cannot imagine what spite 
the unknown parties could bare 
against him. It may have been, how- 
ever, that the incendiaries did not 
know him. 

Mr. Charles Jones offers $100 for the 
arrest of the party or parties who 
committed the deed. There are about 
five thousand citizens in this county. 
who would like to witness the execnu- 
tion of the incendiary. The probabil- 
ities are that if the person or persons 
who attempted to set fire to this barn 
were cuught and positively known to
